Maignen said that nearly all diseases could 
be traced to poison in the blood. He also 
made the claim that disease is not hereditary. 
He said:

poison, particularly as regards the first step 
of infection. We know practically nothing 
of the immediate phenomena which appear 
at the beginning of the disease. There are 
eighteen known ways of infection, which con- 
stitute a large program for study. 

“Some of.the diseases included in the list 
are said to be hereditary, such as cancer, 
tuberctilosis, and gout. The presumption 
now is that heredity has nothing to do with 
them, and that the word hereditary is used 
like that of eenperaamant or constitution or

No one wants the government to run a 
parcels post as a philanthropy. The private 
express companies are not in busines for 
philanthropic purposes. Yet they ig 
to stay in business. The people who say 
that the establishment of a parcels post as 
part of the postoffice department would 
merely swell the deficit of the postoffice de- 
partment assume that there is no money in 
carrying parcels. There are certain rich 
men in the United States whose yachts and 
automobiles are tangible evidence to the 
contrary. 


classes, roughly, as follows: — 
First class—Letters or other sealed mat- 


Second class—Periodical publications, 
such as newspapers and magazines, 1 cent 
pound. 

Third class—Books, pamphlets, and other 
printed matter not periodical in nature, 4 
cent an ounce or Scentsa pound. 

+ Fourth class—Mérchandise, 1 cent an 
ounce or 16 cents a pound. | 

It is this fourth class that constitutes our 
present parcels post. The rate imposed upon 
it is prohibitive for all except exceedingly 
small parcels. A two pound parcel sent from 
one point to any other costs 82 cents, The 
postoffice regulation. that no parce] shall 
weigh more than four peunds is almost un- 
necessary. Few persors think of sending a. 
four pound parcel by mail at the present 
rate. he charge for such a parcel would 
amount to 64 cents, 7 

The object, or, at any rate, the conse- 
quence, of the present fourth class rates and 
regulations is that there can be no com- 
petition with the express companies. A dis- 
tinguished postmaster general once said: 
“There are four reasons why we do not 
have a United States parcela poet; one the 
Adams Express company, the is the 
American Express company, the third is the 
United States Express company, and the 
fourth is the Wells-Fargo Express company. 

No one. can‘honestly complain, of course, 
if the express companies resist a movement 
which would expose hem to competition. 
But neither, on the other hand, should the 
express companies lift up their hands in 
surprise and horror if the people of this 
country request the postoffice department to 
engage actively in a kind of business which 
is a petfectly legitimate extension of its 
present field. The postoffice departments 
of almost all ather-civilized countries carry 
parcels remunerative basis. The post- 
‘office department.of the United States ought 
to expand into the parcel carrying business 
as fast as is consistent with adequate re- 
turns: It has an imméise collecting and 
distributing machine already in existence. 
It has the facilities for stimulating the busi- 
pess of America by providing cheap trans- 
portation for small packages of merchandise, 

The present postmaster general] has sug- 
gested a small parcels post experiment. . He 
would have congress pass a law allowing 
packages not exceeding five pounds in weight 
to be mailed at the distributing postofiice of 
any free delivery route for delivery to any 
person on that route at the rate of 3 cents 
a pound. He thinks that in this way the 
deficit due to rural] free mail delivery would 
be considerably reduced. - He thinks his 
planis practicable. He ought toknow. The 
principle certainly is right. The postoffice 
ought to be used by the people of America, 
who owt it, as a means of convenience and 
utility in any way which is congenial] to its 
original purpose and which will not plunge 
it into financial disaster. . 


THE NEWS PRINT PAPER MONOPOLY. 

A publisher in a western state had three 
newspapers. When he came to buy paper 
for them he found that two of them had 
been assigned by the news print paper mo- 
nopoly to a certain source of supply and the 
third to another. There was no competition 
in tsource of supply any more than there 
was in price. For paper for newspapers 
one and two this publisher had to go to a 
certain firm. - For paper for newspaper num- 
ber three he had to go to a certain ether firm. 

This situation is widespread through the 
United States. The country is divided into 
“territories.”. Within each territory news 


master of that territory. Sometimes suzer- 
ainties overlap. The International Paper 
company from the east may have a few 
holdings scattered about in the western ter- 
ritory which ought to belong entirely to the. 
Genera] Paper company. But the principle 
remains the same. By merger and by agree- 
ment the news print paper monopoly has 
practically stopped competition among the | 
news print paper mills of America. 

Every private monopoly means a private 
tax. When competition disappears prices 
are fixed not by supply and demand but by 
the endurance of the consumer. A power of 
taxation is lodged in private hands. In 
every industry in which this has taken place 
action is needed. In the case of the news 
print paper monopoly this action should 
take two forms. The attorney general of 
the United States should press his suit 
against tlie monopolists and congress should 
revise the tariff... Americans have come to 
the point where they would rather buy on 

fair terms from foreigners than be plun- 
dered by their fellow citizens.

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UMORS of. royal and imperial matri- 
monial alliances continue to form the 
theme of much gossip at the various 
courts of Burope, and of course no lit- 
tle of it centers upon the young king of 
Spain. Smal) credence, however, need be 
accorded to the report printed in the semi- 
official Epoca of Madrid, to the effect that a 
match is being arranged between Don Al- 
fonso and Princess Patricia of England, 
younger daughter of the duke of Connaught. 
Such a match would be as unpopular in 
Great Britain as it would be in Spain. For 
the Spaniards always entertain a bitter 
. grudge against the English in connection 
with the latter’s possession of Gibraltar. Ine 
deed, the depth of feeling about the matter 
in Bpain is not. sufficiently appreciated 
abroad. To understand it it.is necessary to 
imagine what the feelings of the people of 
the United States would be if the principal 
fortress and most historic 
American territory were occupied by a for- 


eign nation. ‘To this day the king of Spain, } 


in appointing the governor of. Algericas, in- 
variably nominates~him at the same time 
governor of Gibraltar, which, in the words of 
the royal commission, is ‘‘ temporarily in for- 
eign and unlawful occupation.” — 


‘The king of Spain and Princess “‘ Patsey ” 
of Connaught have never met, and while the 
Spaniards would resent their king marry- | 
ing a girl who had been born and reared’as a 
Protestant, there would be a great outcry 
on the-part of the Protestant middle classes 
and masses in Great Britain were an English 
princéss to become the bride of a Catholic 
monarch, and especially of the ruler of so 
intensely Catholic a country as Spain. More- 
over, the English constitution prohibits the 
marriage of any English scion of royalty 
with a Catholic. King Edward could not well 
give his ganction to such a union, and if no 
objection was made to Princess Marie's mar- 
riage to the Roman Catholic crown prince of 
Roumania, it was because ai che time her 
father, the sailor brother of King Edward, 
had become a foreign sovereign as duke of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and that from the point 
of view of the British constitution she had 
ceased to be an English but had 
become a German. 


Much more likely is the prospect of a match 
between the young king of Spain and Duch- 
ess Marie Antoinevte of Meckienburg-Schwe- 
rin, the daughter of Duke Paul Frederick of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin ané of his wife, Prin- 
cess Marie Windischgraets. Princess Marie 
Amoinette fs, .like her parents, a Roman | 
Catholic, is about a year older than the king, 
and has inherited much of that loveliness for 
which her mother was formerly so cele- 
brated. Her father, it may be remembered, 
became a convert to the Roman Catholic 
church in order to marry Priticess Marie Win- 
dischgraetz, and was obliged, in consequence, | 
to surrender his rights of succession to the 
throne of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, as well as 
his claims to the regency during the minority 
of his nephew, the present grandduke, to his 
younger brothers. According to the terms of 
the arrangement then made he could not, as 
a Roman Catholic, succeed to the grandducal 
throne until] all the other Protestant princes 
of his house had passed away. 

Duke Paul, whose obituaries were pub- 
lished last year by mistake at the time of the 
sudden death at Kiel of his eldest son of the 
same name, is a half brother of the prince 
consort of the Netherlands and a full brother 
of the Grandduchess Viadimir of Russia, 
who Is an intimate friend of Queen Christina 
of Spain, often staying with the latter and 
with Don Alfonso at San Sebastien in the 
summer. In fact, she is generally under- 
giood to have arranged the match between 
her beautiful niece and the young king. 


Russian grand dukes are the subject of so 
much abuse just at the present moment in 
the foreign press that it is only fair to re- | 
lieve them of the imputation of having sub- 
jected an unfortunate waiter at the Hotel 
Bellevue at Dresden to such brutal treat-., 
ment as virtually to cripple him for life. It 
is perfectly teue that the assault was perpe- | 
trated, and that the waiter, whose life was 
at one moment despaired of, is lying serious--; 
ly injured at the»hospital at Dresden. But 
the perpetrator of the outrage was neither 
the Grand Duke Sergius. to whom it was. 
ascribed, nor ary other scion of the reigning 
family of Russia, but a mere nobleman— 
namely: Prince Leon Kotchoubey, a nephew 
of that Princess Helen Kotchoubey who was 
for so many years grand mistress of the 
court at St. Petersburg. 


The assault, it may be remembered, was 
provoked by the waiter, in perfect iInnocenee, 
offering the prince a newspaper to read. 
The journal in question happened to be tne 
comic sheet known as the Simplicicissimus, 
and among its caricatures was one ridiculing 
the Russian granddukes and calling into 


connection with the war in the far east. 
The prince, who seems to have been half 
drunk, construed the action of the waiter 
as an intentional insult,:suavely asked him 
to come up to his room in order to receive 
some small change, and there half killed 
the poor fellow. The prince left Dresden 
before the authorities had taken any steps 


account for his brutality.

electric light, or other luminous body, seems 
to be a simple substance. But when white 
light is passed through a prism—a triangular 
piece of glass—it is found to be not a simple 
substance, but a compound of seven different 
Kinds of light, red, orange, yellow, green, 
blue, indigo, and violet. Each of the kinds 
of light of which white light is composed is 


refracted, or bent out of its course, by the 
prism,,to a different degree. When, there- 
fore, they are thrown upon a screen they 
arrange themselves in regular order, as 
shown in the figure; and thus arranged, they 
are called a “spectrum.”’

FORECAST FOR 1922 SOCIETY. 


| Social Register on| Basis of 1688 Says| 


Country Places and Hotels Will Draw 
Residents. . 


New York, Jan.” 1.—}Special. 
vate residences for. persons in. fashionable 
circles in New York will be a luxury in 
1922 is the view of compilers of the social 
register of 1905, which has just’ appeared, 
The estimate is based upon a comparison of 
this issue with that of 1888. This compari- 
son also leads to the deduction that society is 
gradually abandoning private residences in 
Manhattan ‘more for country homes than 
for apartment houses and hotels. 

Of families named in the social register 
of 1888 about 82 per cent lived practically 
under their own roof; now only 59 per cent 
do so, among prominent families in New 
York alone. Contrary to the general opin- 
ion, this population has not been largely ab- 
sorbed by apartment and hotel life, but the 
bulk has taken up with country life and is 
'to be found in suburban towns on Long 
Island, Westchester county, New Jersey, 
Tuxedo, and some of the winter resorts, such 
as Aiken. One-quarter now lives permanent- 
ly abroad, with but occasional’ visits to the 
United States. . 

In ‘1888 the largest number of families re- 
siding under one roof waseleven. Now there 
are as many as twenty-seven in one hotel, 

Of the 9,000 families in the social 

lies reside one to a dwelling, 
51 per cent of the total, and 712 live two toa 
dwelling, being 8 per cent of the total. Fam- 
flies residing two in a house mostly belong to 
the same family, and they are for the pur-.
